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An APPEAL to the PUBLIC. | 


VI being well known that the late Revd. Dr. S W IF x 3 


D. S. P. D. wrote ſome Account of the Seſſion of Par- 
liament in Ereat-Britain which was prorogued and diſ- 
ſolved in July 1713, and of the Peace of Utrecht, 
which he would have publiſhed in his Life- time, having em- 
ployed George Faulkner to write to ſome Bookſeller in London 
for that Purpoſe, to publiſh that Work, to which he did ima- 


gine ſome Anſwers, Remarks and Criticiſms would be made; 


in order to juſtify the ſaid Account, and to write Replies 
thereto, he was willing to have the faid Work printed during 
his own Life, in order to vindicate the Veracity of it, he 
deſired his Printer and Bookſeller in Dublin to write to Lon- 
din for that Purpoſe, which was done, and received. an An- 
ſwer to his Letter, which was given to the Dean, who ap- 
proved of it, and wrote, on the Back, a la Premiere; with 


the Propoſals of which Letter he was much pleaſed, and 


would have publiſhed that Account then ; but, that Dr. King 
of the Univerſity of Oxford, remarkable for his great Ge- 
nius and Learning, who had been lately introduced to Dr. 


Swift, hearing of the Deſign, deſired the Dean to lay aſide 


that Scheme, and that he would. raiſe him a Sum of ſome 


thouſand Pounds by a voluntary Subſcription in England, to 


endow his intended Hoſpital for Idiots and Lunatics, - and de- 


ſired the Author to give the Manuſcript, or ſend it after him 
to England for that Purpoſe, which by Advice of ſome Peo- 
ple was complied with, and the Copy was ſent to England + 
But the Author not hearing of his Work, or what was to 
be done with it, the Gentleman being employed on other 
Affairs, neglected the Publication of Propoſals for printing 


that Work by Subſcription, and of writing to the Author; 


the Dean then deſired Mr. Faulkner, who was going to Eng- 
land, to call on that Gentleman at Oxford, and to aſk him for 
the Manuſcript; which Faulkner declined, without an Order 
and a Letter from the Author, which the Dean immediately 
wrote, with this moſt remarkable Superſcription, which was, 
To the Right worthy Dr. King, Principal of St. Mary's Hall 
at Oxford, whither Mr Faulkner went to wait on that Gen- 


tleman, for whom he had the higheſt Honour and Eſteem, 
having ſeen him at Dr. Swift's Houſe in Dublin, and at other 


different Places in that City: But when Faulkner came to 


Oxford, which was in nie Month of September 1741, he was 
informed the Doctor vis at Bath, upon which Faulkner pro- 


ceeded to London, om whence he wrote to Dr. King, who 
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was pleaſed to return the following polite Anſwer and Re- ; 


joinder, which are ſubjoined here.

OUR Letter, for want of a more particular Directi- 
on, lay in the Poſt-houſe three or four Days; fo that | 
did not receive it till this Morning! I ſhall be always ready 
to receive the Dean's Commands. But the Manuſcript is 
locked up in my Study at Oxford : And as you will be gone 
for Ireland before I can leave: this Place, I will find out ſome 
ſafe Hand, immediately after my Return to Oxford, by which 
I may ſend the Papers to the Dean. But pray be ſo kind as 
to ſend me his Letter, that I may have Authority for what I 
do. I write with great Difficulty by Reaſon of a Contrac- 
tion in all my Fingers, for which I am uſing the Waters 
of this Place.

Wrote to you on Monday laſt, and deſired you to ſend me 
the Dean's Letter, that I might have an Authority in my 
Hands for delivering his Manuſcript. I have received no 
Anſwer from you. And yet I do not imagine my Letter 
ter miſcarried, ſince I exactly obſerved your Directions. I 
told you what I repeat here, that I ſhall always be ready to 
obey the Dean's Commands. And, indeed, Tam ſorry I was 
not at Oxford, when you called there, that you might have 
taken the Papers with you. If you ſcruple to ſend the 
Dean's Letter by Poſt for fear of an Accident, leave it for 
me at any Friend of yours in London, or with Mr. Bathur/?

r, Mr. Faulkner wrote 
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the Manuſcript to Lord Orrery, who carried it from Ireland, 
and from whom he received it, and there the Correſpondence 
between Dr. King and Mr. Faulkner ended on this Occaſion. 
But the Evening before Faulkner left London, being told that- 
Dr. King was come to Town that Day, he went to the Doc- 
tor's Chambers in the Temple, where he was moſt politely 
received, according to uſual Cuſtom, by that Gentleman, 
where that Affair of the Dean's Manuſcript was talked over. 
The Doctor ſaid, he was very ſorry, - that he did not know, 
that he, Faulkner, would be in London at his Return; if he 
had, he would have brought the Papers from Ofxord, and 
delivered them to him; but was glad he was deſired to deliver 
the Papers to Lord Orrery, from whom he got them. | 
The Doctor kept his Word, and gave up the Manuſcript 
to his Lordſhip, who had it ſome Years in his Cuſtody, with- 
out its being called for ; and Mr. Faulkner going to England 
upon his Buſineſs and private Affairs in July 1749, applied to 
the Executors and Truſtees of Dr. Swift, who died the 
28th of Ofober 1745, to receive their Commands about the 
above Manuſcript, upon which a Day was appointed, and the 
Executors met accordingly, when, by their Directions, the 


following was drawn up, and given to Mr. Faulkner.

His Lordſhip not being in London at that Time, but at his 
Country Seat, he could not give the Papers to Faulkner, as 
they were locked up in his Cabinet in Lendsn, fo that Mr. 
Faulkner again returned to Ireland without hem.

But going again to England in the Vear 1751, he met his 


Lordſhip in London, who was pleaſed to give him thoſe Pa- 
pers, which Mr. Faulkner brought over to Dublin, and de- 
livered them in the Preſence of the Revd. Dr. Lyon, to his 
Grace the Archbiſhop of Dublin, who gave them to the 
Right Honourable Lord Chief Juſtice Singleton, ſince Maſter 
of the Rolls, who had them in his Poſſeſſion from that 
Time, until an Edition of that Work was advertiſed to be 
publiſhed in Dublin from a ſpurious one ſaid to be printed in 


London, as the Dean never gave a Copy of that Work to any 


Perſon. whatever, having always deſigned to publiſh thoſe 
Papers in the moſt correct Manner; and for that Purpoſe 
had a very-fair legible Copy wrote for him by Mr. Kendrick, 
his Verger, upon which he made his Marks and Corrections, 
and had prepared it for the Preſs, which was the one ſent 
to England to Dr. King, and brought over by Faulkner. 

There was another of theſe Books tranſcribed on purpoſe, 
and left in the Hauds of Mrs. Whiteway, a Relation of the 
Dean's, to compare it with the other one when printed ; 
and if there was the leaſt Deviation or Alteration, then ſhe 


was to publiſh an exact and correct Edition, with Reaſons for 


ſo doing,. and pointing out the Faults that might be in any 
other Impreſſion. 5 . 

It being well known in England, as well as in this King- 
dom, that Faulkner was directed by the Author to diſpoſe of 
this Work, which he would have done, but for the above 
Reaſons, many Bookſellers in London applied to him to pur- 


chaſe that Work, which he told them he could not diſpoſe of, 
without the Directions of the Dean's Executors and Truſtees, 


who obtained a Charter from his Majeſty by the Intereſt of 
the Earl of Chefterfield, then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in the 
Year 1746, confituing and authorizing them to carry on 
the Hoſpital for Idiots and Lunaticks, under the Name of F.. 


Patrick's Hoſpital, by which the Executors and "Truſtees be- 


came Governors thereof ; and, in order to convince the Pub- 
lic of the Applications that were made to Faulkner, he thinks 
it proper to publiſh the following Extract of a Letter that 
was wrote to him by Mr. Millar, a Bookſeller of great Emi- 
nenge and good Charadter. |

This Letter Faulkner anſwered, and ſaid, it was not in his 
| Power to diſpoſe of that Work at preſent, having given the 
Manuſcript to the Truſtees or Governors of the Dean's Hoſ- 
pital; or, in Words to this Purpoſe. And, is it to be ſup- 
poſed that Mr. Millar would have wrote the above Letter, if 
he did not imagine that Faulkner had that Work, or could 
help him to it? | 8 8 
Mr. Faulkner before he went to England, and carried the 
Governors Orders with him to bring over this Book, offered 
them Two hundred Guineas for the Copy, which he would 
diſpoſe of to the beſt Advantage, in England, as well as in this 
Country; and moreover, that if any further Iſſues or Profits 

might ariſe by this Work, he would give it to St. Patrick's 
Hoſpital, defiring no Profit whatever for his Trouble. | 
Thus this Affair lay dormant until the latter End of laſt 
January, when Faulkner was informed, by a Letter from Lon- 
din, that this Work was in the Preſs, and would ſoon be 
publiſhed ; upon which he waited on the Governors of St. 
Patrick*s. Hoſpital, and acquainted them with what he had 
heard, and ſhewed the Letters he had for his Authority, 
which they could hardly give Credit to, as the Dean never 
gave a Copy to any Perſon whatſoever ; having. two 'Tran- 
ſcripts prepared for the Prefs, the Tranſcript, now in the 
Hands of the Governors, having been for many Months, in 
the Year 1738, in the Poſſeſſion of Faulkner, who took a 
Copy, which he never ſhewed, nor ever would to any Per- 
ſon whatever, altho* many of the Dean's Friends knew that 
he had it, yet he never could be prevailed on to let any Per- 
ſon ſee it, not knowing what the Conſequences might be. 
Upon further Aſſurances and Letters from London, to 
ſome of the Dean's Truſtees, Faulkner was deſired to write 
to Mr. Millar, which he accordingly did, and told him that no 
Perſon whatever had a Right to ſell or give him that Copy, 
for which the Governors would make him accountable, as 
they had as legal a Claim to it as any Goods or Chattels of the

ver wrote any Book with the above Title. 
Mr. Faulkner was very ill in Bed that Day, when one of 
his Clarks brought him one of the above Titles, upon which 
he ſent another of his Clarks to Meſſieurs Ewing to acquaint 
them that he was very ill, and could not wait on them, but 
ſhould be glad to ſee either of them at his Houſe, not being 
able to go abroad; to which Mr. Ewing the Elder anſwered, 
that when his Son Alic ſhould come home, he would ſend 
him; but not coming to Eſſex-Street, as expected, Faulkner 
ſent a ſecond Meſſage, and had the ſame Anſwer; and ſent a 
third Time, with Part of the Work printed and ſome of the 
Manuſcript tranſcribed by Faulkner in order to ſecure as much, 
or all the Property as he could for the Benefit of the Dean's 
Hoſpital, when Mr. Ewing the Elder ſaid, it is very well, 
and that he would ſend his Son the next Morning. Accord- 
ingly he came, when Mr. Faulkner produced ſome of his own 
Tranſcript and the Part that was printed, to which he an- 
ſwered, that he did not care for that, having had Part of the 
London printed Edition ſent to him by Mr. Millar, and had 
printed ſome of the Sheets; to which Mr. Faulkner replied, 
That he had as good or a better Claim to that Work, having 
been employed by the Dean when living, and ſince by his 
Executors, Truſtees and Governors, whom he alwys ac- 
quainted with his Proceedings; to which Mr. Ewing the 
Younger had not the leaſt Regard ; then ſays Faulkner, it ſhall 
be left to the Determination of Mr. V. Smith, Bookſeller ; to 


Which Mr. Ewing the Younger ſaid, he would not truſt his 


Property to any one. To which Faulkner rejoined, that he 
would leave the Affair to any two of the Trade; to which 
Mr. Ewing the Younger made Replication, that he would not 
truſt his Property to any People whatever, but would go on 
with that Work. Then Faulkner defired Mr. Ewing the younger 
to wait until he could get an Anſwer from Mr. Millar, which 
he expected by the next Packet: This alſo Mr. Ewing the 


Dunger refuſed, and went away much diſguſted that any of 
the Buſineſs ſhould dare to oppoſe them in their Properties 


and Rights. 


Immediately after Mr. Ewing the younger went away, Mr. 
| Exſhaw the Bookſeller came to Faulkner on ſome Buſineſs,

when Faulkner told him what had paſſed between the yeung 
Gentleman and himſelf, and ſhewed him the ſame Print and 
Manuſcript that he had ſhewn to Mr. Ewing the younger ; and 
Mr. Exſhaw agreed, that according to the Rules of the Trade, 
he could not poſſibly be intitled to more than a Share. The 
ſame Evening Mr. Faulkner went to Mr. W. Smith, Bookſel- 
ler, and told him the ſame Story, and had the ſame Opinion 
from that Gentleman that he had from Mr. Exſbaw; upon 
which Faulkner deſired him to ſpeak to Mr. Ewing the Elder, 


which he readily complied with, and ſaid, he would expoſtu- 


late with him on that Subject; but was prevented from that 
Purpoſe, by an Indiſpoſition, which hath confined him ever 
ſince to his Chambers. | | 

According to ExpeQation, Faulkner had the underwritten 
fair and candid Letter from Mr. Millar in Anſwer to his of 
the 4th of March Inſt.
